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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither discloses nor makes obvious a reciprocating-piston machine, in particular a 
refrigerant compressor for a motor vehicle air-conditioning system, comprising 
a machine shaft rotatably supported in a machine housing, 

a plurality of pistons arranged circularly on a cylinder envelope extending around said 
machine shaft in said machine housing, 

an annular pivoting disc disposed around said machine shaft along said envelope and 
being driven by said machine shaft, 

said annular pivoting disc engaging the pistons via a joint arrangement, 
a driver mounted on said machine shaft and extending therefrom to said pivoting disc 
and being connected thereto in an articulated manner for transmitting drive forces to 
said pivoting disc, 

and a sliding body axially movably supported on said machine shaft , 

said pivoting disc being supported on said sliding body so as to be pivotable about a 

hinge axis oriented transversely to said machine shaft, and 

said driver having an articulation portion, which is located outside a main center-plane 
which extends perpendicularly to the hinge axis and through the axis of rotation of the 
machine shaft. 
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Parsch (U.S. patent number 6,928,919) discloses a wobble plate piston-drive 
mechanism, the inclination of the ring-shaped wobble plate is adjustable through an 
articulated connection of the wobble plate to the shaft by means of an axially movable 
guiding device and a driver arm that reaches into an engagement cavity of the wobble 
plate at a radial distance from the shaft to transmit the driving force from the shaft to the 
wobble plate. The angle of inclination of the wobble plate relative to the driving shaft is 
adjustable. Parsch discloses a driver arm, which is rigidly connected to the driving shaft, 
has at its free end a head that extends into the cavity, so that the driving force is 
transmitted to the ring-shaped wobble plate through the engagement of the driver arm 
head with the cavity wall inside the wobble plate. Prior art does not disclose pivoting 
disc being supported on said sliding body so as to be pivotable about a hinge axis 
oriented transversely to said machine shaft, and said driver having an articulation 
portion, which is located outside a main center-plane which extends perpendicularly to 
the hinge axis and through the axis of rotation of the machine shaft.
